There was nothing for the stewards to 
do but scratch the horse. With television 
commitments for the next race, the 
Widener Handicap, there was no time to 
give Hartack an argument. They could 
have ordered him to ride under threat of 
penalty. but the decision would have been 
subject to second-guessing by everybody 
on the grounds. 

Putting it as kindly as possible, Hooper 
was furious: the management. which had 
to refund $136,089, was furious; and the 
players. who had expected a run for their 
money, were furious. 

The owner offered to prove his colt’s 
condition by immediately working him be- 


tween races. but this would have dis- 
turbed the television program. Several 
other veterinarians examined the horse, 


found nothing wrong. and the next morn- 
ing trainer C. R. Parke sent him out for 
a 5-furlong spin in 1:00°4. 

At a meeting with stewards Hartack ad- 
mitted he might have made an error in 
judgment. but he was not contrite. He 
told officials he would do it again if he 
thought a horse was not right. On this 
note. the meeting ended; since the rules 
of racing had not been violated. no ae- 
tion could be taken. 

“The case is closed.” said Daingerfield.

Chinese Puzzle 


Students of the history of horse identi- 
fication had material for a new chapter 
last week. 

Count D’Audiffret-Pasquier has been 
racing in France a good steeplechaser 
under the name of Ming. The 6-year-old 
jumper was an intended runner in the 
Champion Hurdle Stakes at Cheltenham 
on March 3. In the course of making ar- 
rangements for the trip the certification 
of registry was brought out for presenta- 
tion to customs officials, and someone 
made the mistake of reading it. 

Ming was bred in England by the Win- 
ter Paddocks. He was by Rising Light— 
Meroe, by *Watling Street. He was a 
bay with 3 white stockings uh-oh. 
This Ming that had been winning all the 
steeplechase races had no markings on 
his feet or legs. 

According to the Paris edition of the 
Herald-Tribune (which did not explain 
how they found the other horse so quick- 
ly). the supposed Ming was actually a 
horse named Gaucho (Calster—Guzla, by 
Barneveldt), foaled in France in 1953. 
The actual Ming, racing under the name 
of Gaucho, had a most unsuccessful career 
under the ownership of Mme. A. Marien- 
stross. The mix-up, it was guessed, took 
place when the 2 horses were yearlings in 
the stable of Roger Brethes, and appar- 
ently neither owner ever bothered to read 
the certificate of registration. 

Insofar as the betting public was con- 
cerned. there was no confusion. Ming was 
always Ming: that is he was Gaucho. 
alias Ming. Gaucho was always Gaucho: 
that is. he was always Ming, alias Gau-

A Question of Timing 


Los ANGELES. Several days before the 
running of the 1955 Santa Anita Derby. 
Lawrence H. Pollock. wealthy paper man- 
ufacturer of Dallas. tried to buy Swaps 
from Rex Ellsworth for $225.000. The 
deal never went through, and Swaps went 
on to win that Derby and become one 
of racing’s all-time greats in Ellsworth’s 
colors. 

Pollock and his trainer. Carl (Slim) 
Roles. were not discouraged. They asked 
Ellsworth to remember them if the time 
came when he had one he wanted to sell. 

Two years later Ellsworth decided to 
dispose of Terrang, which had followed 
in the hoofprints of Swaps, to a point, by 
winning the Santa Anita Derby. Ells- 
worth had a buyer in Florida, but, re- 


membering his word to Pollock and 
Roles. gave them first chance at the 


brown son of *Khaled—Flying Choice. 
They grabbed him for $80.000- 

Terrang now has earned $530.735, all 
but about $190,000 of that in the colors 
of his new owners. 

Shortly after he acquired Terrang. 
Pollock sold a half-interest in the horse 
to his close friend. Roland Bond, an oil 
executive from Dallas. They had been 
partners in the purchase several months 
before of *Pappa Fourway. a crack Eng- 
lish splinter which fractured a sesamoid 
and broke down shortly after his arrival 
in this country. So Bond was virtually 
out of racing before he even had a starter. 
To get him back in. Pollock let him have 
a rooting interest in Terrang. 

During his career, Terrang has run 
several exceptionally fine races. He won 
the 1957 San Antonio Handicap at Santa 
Anita in 1:4725 for a mile and a furlong. 
and captured the Argonaut Handicap at 
Hollywood Park. a mile in 1:3345. But 
Terrang capped his career, so to speak. 
by winning the 22nd running of the 
Santa Anita Handicap. 

After Round Table was declared. the 
race seemed fairly open, and 15 horses 
were entered for the 114-mile event. 
Thirteen eventually reached the post. with 
a crowd of 57.688 settling on Hillsdale 
as the 4-5 favorite. 

*Ballyrullah, a speedy horse from Ire- 
land. streaked into an early lead. Hills- 
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Terrang wore down the 4-5 favorite Hillsdale in the last sixteenth of the . 
Santa Anita Handicap to win by a half-length. The winner, a 6-year-old son of 
“Khaled, ran the 114 miles in 2:00, one-fifth slower than the track record. 


dale worked his way up. from a slower 
start than usual. to be second on the 
backstretch. In the paddock before the 
race. Roles had told Bill Boland on Ter- 
rang: “I know who’s going to be first 
(*Ballyrullah), and I know who’s going 
to be second (Hillsdale). You lay right 
behind them. then come on _ in_ the 
stretch.” That was the way it worked out 
for Terrang. 

He was never worse than third, as 
*Ballyrullah, opening a 4-length lead. 
went the first quarter in :22'5, the half 
in :4515, and 6 furlongs in 1:0935. Near- 


ing the half-mile-pole, *Royal Clove. 
which had been chasing *Ballyrullah. 


dropped back, and Hillsdale began his 
bid. moving too early as his rider, Tommy 
Barrow. became excited. 

Going into the far turn, Hillsdale shoved 
his head to the front. At that point he 
had Terrang beaten by 3 lengths, and if 
Barrow had waited a little longer he 
would have conserved more of his horse’s 
energy. As Hillsdale reached the top of 
the heme stretch, he had 2 lengths on 
Terrang, which was moving strongly now 
on the outside under Boland’s left-hand 
whip. 

“T felt then IT was close enough to win 
it.” Boland said later. 

As they raced down the stretch, Ter- 
rang moved up gradually. A length away, 
then three-quarters, then a half, a head. 
He finally caught Hillsdale at the  six- 
teenth-pole, and kept inching away slowly. 
His margin at the wire was a short half- 
length. with the mile and one-quarter run 
in 2:00 flat. 

The year before Terrang had been sec- 
ond to Round Table, beaten 21% lengths 
in track-record time of 1:5945.

NEW YORK 
Still Hanging Fire 


High-ranking legislative leaders last 
week were interviewing New York City 
officials concerning metropolitan revenue 
requirements. 

“Implicit in the questioning,” said the 
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Tenacious, owned by the estate of Joe W. Brown, pulled away in the last furlong of the New Orleans Handicap at the 
Fair Grounds February 28, to score a 2'2-length victory over Pete’s Folly. Tenacious also won the 1958 New Orleans. 


New York Times on February 24, “was 
a hint that the Republican legislative 
leadership would like to find some justi- 
fication for turning down the mayor's re- 
quest for authority to set up an off-track 
betting system in New York City (The 
Blood-Horse of February 21. page 436), 
or. as the alternative. for authority to 
raise the city’s sales tax from 3 per cent 
to 4 per cent.”

FLORIDA 
First Landing Third 


Miami. For the first time in 4 years 
Jimmy Jones. the Calumet Farm trainer. 
did not have a horse in the Flamingo 
Stakes. so for this reason we sought him 
out. His would be an objective approach. 

First Landing’s controversial in 
the Everglades. which he won by a neck 
over Moony in a 4-horse photo, had left 
some trainers unconvinced that he was a 
cinch in the Flamingo. Eddie Arcaro and 
trainer Casey Hayes both had said First 
Landing had loafed and had plenty left 
at the wire. Jones wasn’t so sure. 

“T didn’t think too much of Safe Land- 
ing ... what’s his name? First 
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Lending’s race the other day. We'll find 
out this afternoon whether he was just 
being lazy. like Arcaro said. I know I 
didn’t think too much of that race. 

“If he throws in another one today like 
he did last week. V'Il have to weaken on 
him for the Derby. "Course, if he runs 
like he did last year, hell win it all right. 

“There’s 2 or 3 comers in the race, the 
ones that are most improved up to now. 
Troolus. now, he ran a damn good race 
Monday; first time he really attracted my 
attention.” 


On the Monday preceding the Flamingo, 
Troilus had set a track record, racing 1,'5 
miles in 1:4225. He had led all the way. 
liad turned back Greentree Stable’s Eu- 
rasia by 41% lengths. Eurasia. in the first 
race of his career, on February 14, had 


run 7 furlongs in 1:2245. winning easily 
by 51% lengths. 


Eurasia was eligible to improve in the 
Flamingo. but Jones reserved judgment 
on the gray gelding. 

“T don’t know about Eurasia.” Jimmy 
said. “He run a real big race, consider- 
ing it was only the second time he ever 
run in his life. But he’s not very rugged. 
at least he doesn’t look to be. Then again. 
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lots of little old slender people are rugged 


as hell. You can’t toss him out.” 
What about Rico Tesio. which showed 
such promise as a 2-year-old) but had 


flopped miserably in 3 winter starts? 

“T hear they're trying to find the proper 
blinkers for him.” Jimmy said. “He looks 
to be carrying a lot of flesh; I don’t re- 
member him last year as such a_ little 
round horse. He could wake up, but he 
sure hasn’t showed anything this winter.” 

Rico Tesio had closed 1244 lengths to 
be second in the Pimlico Futurity in his 
last start as a 2-year-old. But at Hialeah 
this winter he was sixth and fourth, and 
then, in the record-breaking race by 
Troilus, he was beaten 16 lengths. 

Troilus won 3 out of 7 starts last year, 
was out of the money only once. He 
stumbled in his first start at Hialeah, 
losing all chance, but came back to win 
the Bahamas Stakes by 21% lengths and 
fcllowed up with his triumph over Eurasia. 

Jones, sitting on a pony in the winner's 
circle while a set of Calumet horses 
worked on the track, pulled out the over- 
nights and took another look at the Fla- 
mingo field. 

“This Moony sure ought to be causing 
the First Landing camp some worry. In 
the Everglades he looked to me to be 
catching First Landing. You can’t tell 
whether he run a big race or whether 
First Landing was bad — or lazy.” 

Moony, a chestnut colt by New Moon- 
Evening Milk. by Milkman, had 
from 6!5 lengths off the lead in’ the 
Everglades to be within a neck of First 
Landing. In a 1,';-mile race at Jamaica 
on November 27 and in the Everglades 
he had given every indication that he 
liked a distance.

Jones’ only Flamingo possibility wasn’t 
ready for the stakes. On-and-On, a 3- 
year-old bay colt’ by *Nasrullah—Two 
Lea, by Bull Lea, had broken his maiden 
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the previous Saturday with an impressive 
414-length triumph. 

On-and-On ran twice last summer, clos- 
ing considerable ground to be second in 
his second start. June 24 at Washington 
Park. Then the colt injured a hind ankle 
and Jones didn’t get him back to the 
races until February 10 at Hialeah. 

“He wrenched it in his stall last July 
at Arlington, kicking and raising the devil 
in his stall. It took me all this’ tme to 
get him back in training.” 

Would On-and-On be ready for the 
Florida Derby at Gulfstream Park? 

“When is it?” he asked. April 4. 

“No, no, I dent think so.” Jones said. 
“We're not really planning on it. That’s 
not to say we won't run for sure. But 
we're not anxious to make it. The one 
we're interested in is the Kentucky Derby. 

“We made him eligible for the Florida 
Derby all right: a man should make his 
horses eligible for every stake there is. 
You never know when something will fall 
in your lap. Like today. I’m kicking my- 
self for not nominating Bardstown for that 
race in California today (Santa Anita 
Handicap). There’s nothing in it... It 
would be a perfect spot for Bardstown. 
Well, it’s too late now.” 

On-and-On was on a tight schedule. 
Jones said, but should make the Kentucky 
Derby. barring recurrence of the ankle 
trouble. Matter of fact, he would run in 
the second race today. 

“But he can’t afford to make any mis- 
takes from here on in.” Jones said. “We 
still don’t know if he’s a real good one. 
We'll get a better idea this afternoon.” 

Returning to the Flamingo. Jones fig- 
ured First Landing. which had been on 
the lead in the Everglades. would lay back 
and take a run at the speed horses this 
time. 

“That’s the way he wants to run.” 

Over at Barn M. trainer Sidney Jacobs. 
another relatively impartial observer, had 
no reservations about the Flamingo. 

“Made to order for First Landing.” he 
said. “He drops 4 pounds and Moony 
picks up 5. Troilus picks up 6 off his 
last. Eurasia picks up 14. Today he'll 
have the speed in front of him so he can 
come from off it.” 

Casey Hayes, trainer of First Landing. 
walked briskly from Barn G toward the 
secretary's office, seemingly without a 
care in the world. 

“Sure. First Landing’s going to come 
from off the pace today—that’s his best 
race.” Hayes said. “I know he made the 
pace in the Everglades. I know he made 
the pace in a lot of his races last year. 
But every time he had no choice; there 
wasn’t any pace in those races.” 

Had First Landing loafed in the 
Everglades or was he a tired colt at the 
finish?

*Implicit Trust, by Qwen Tudor. At the 
same time he made preliminary arrange- 
ments with P. J. Prendergast. to whom 
he had been introduced by Pat O'Neil, 
former manager of Bwamazon Farm. for 
the purchase of King of the Tudors.

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GROOMING HORSES 


The following matcial, cn bathing a horse, cooling out, and 
walking, is taken from a chapter of Robert W. Collins’ book 
on grooming horses, to be published by Tur Bioop-Horsr. 


MISCELLANEOUS WORK 


HEN a horse has been to the track on a muggy 

day or in very hot weather, when he is hot 
and tired simply because he is soft, or when he is 
nervous over something, and especially when he 
has been on a sloppy or muddy track, he will need 
a bath when he returns to the barn. It takes two 
men to wash, and often three. One man holds the 
horse, the other does the washing, and if the horse 
is green, or ol jects to a bath, a third man may have 
to stand on the other side and help hold him stiil 
enough for the man with the bucket and sponge to 
wash him. If there is a convenient fence or wail 
against which he can be stood, the third man may 
not be needed. Some horses make a lot of trouble 
over a bath. 

Whenever you have a horse going to the track 
you must get a fresh bucket of drinking water for 
him; he will be thirsty when he comes back and 
should Le given a few swallows just as soon as his 
bridle is removed. You will also have his haiter (if 
he does not wear it under his bridle) and a shank 
ready to put on when the tack is removed. You will 
always have at least one big bucket of warm water, 
even whcn you don’t expect the horse to return hot 
or muddy, for he will need sponging behind the 
ears, over his face, mouth and nostrils. A half-wet 
sponge should be used under the elbows, on the 
back where the saddle sat, and around the girth. 
He may need a damp sponge over the rump and 
along the flanks. A bit wetter sponge should be 
used under both thighs, on the sheath and scrotum, 
between the hind legs, and under the tail and down- 
ward. The lower part of the legs will need sponging, 
including knees and hocks and down to the hoofs. 
This minimum attention usually is given in the 
stall, but if the weather is very hot, it should be 
done outside, with the exercise boy or a hot-walker 
holding the horse. 

You will also have ready whatever horse clothes 
are proper for the temperature of the day and the 
exertion of the horse. A wet horse on a cold day 
wears a heavy woolen blanket while cooling out. 
On a comfortable day, a cooler is likely to be used. 
If it is very hot, and if the horse did not work, 
a sheet probably will be sufficient. And if, being fit, 
he did not get warm, a fly net will be enough in hot 
weather. Ask the trainer, before the horse goes out 
or immediately after you have sponged or bathed 
him, what cover he wants on the horse. 

If the track was sloppy and muddy, the horse 
may come back covered with mud from head to 
tail. You'll need about four big buckets of warm 
water to get it off. The first two will be used in 
getting the worst of it off, the others to rinse clean. 
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If the weather is hot and muggy, a horse is 
likely to lather up with sweat, and will require 
about three buckets of warm water. It will help 
if you put a small handful of Tide or Blue Cheer 
(these are effective, and they don’t burn) into one 
of the buckets, and lather him all over, including the 
mane and tail, and then rinse with the other water. 


Now the procedure in washing. The exercise 
boy will hold the horse by the shank. If the horse 
is quiet and well behaved, the chain will be under 
the “i but if he is at all restive, it will be in his 
mouth. 


Start with the head. Squeeze most of the water 
out of the big sponge and clean behind the ears, 
moving the halter as necessary. Avoid squeezing 
water into the ears; if you are not careful about 
this, he may object to any future attempt in that 
area. Wet the sponge, hold it between the ears and 
rest on the foretop, and squeeze it gently. The water 
will run down over the head and face and carry 
much of the sweat with it. Then go over the 
face, eyes, muzzle and nostrils. If he is slobbering, 
run the sponge into the mouth over the tongue, from 
the right side between front teeth and first molar 
—or tusk, if he is old enough to have tusks — and 
— the water into the mouth to carry out the 
slaver. 


If you are strong enough to do so, carry the 
bucket in your left hand, dip the sponge into the 
water as fast as possible and as often as necessary 
while you wet the horse in long strokes along the 
neck, back, sides, and rump. Return to the front, 
and with sponge in left hand, wash the breast. Re- 
turning sponge to right hand, wash under the elbow 
and down the fore leg, allowing water to run freely 
down the leg. Then take sponge in left hand, set 
bucket on ground as near as possible, and sponge 
the belly thoroughly. Hold the hind leg on outside 
above hock while sponging sheath and inside the 
leg down to hoof. 


Standing close to side of near hind leg, take a 
big spongeful of water and wash behind the hind 
legs, being careful to push the sponge all the way 
into the crack, so that “cotton” (lather) will not 
appear as soon as the horse starts walking. Usually 
it will take more than one application of the sponge 
to do the job well. Since many horses fuss about 
this operation, one must be careful to avoid getting 
kicked or stepped on. 

Hold up the tail and wash under it. If the 
track was muddy, the whole tail will need washing. 
This is most easily done by sponging with plenty of 
water at the root of the tail and then putting the 
Jength of tail into the water, lifting the bucket to 
the bone and sloshing the tail around in the water. 
Set the bucket down, grip the tail near the top, and 
draw the squeezed sponge down the full length of 
hair. Then give the tail a sort of snap from side 
to side, to switch out the water that is left. 

Having washed the head, the near side, and the 
tail, take clean water to do the off side. Carry the 
sponge now in your left hand and the bucket in your 
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right. If the horse was muddy, the lower legs and 
heels will now need a bit of special attention. Be 
sure to hold the leg with one hand when you are 
washing it with the other, or the horse may paw or 
kick or step on your foot, if he is at all restive. 


As soon as the washing is finished, take the 
scraper — a grooved length of aluminum about two 
feet long, slightly curved toward the concave side 
at the end — to remove most of the water. Holding 
it near the end, lay it on its side snugly against the 
hair, and, beginning on the near side, scrape the 
horse, except his legs and head. Use long, sweeping 
strokes, following direction of the hair. Don’t dig 
with the end of the scraper, and press only hard 
enough to get the water out. 


After the scraper, use a clean sponge, squeezed 
as dry as possible. Beginning behind the ears, go 
over the head, then the neck, squeezing out water 
as it is collected in the sponge. Continue carefully 
all over the horse, and under his belly and between 
his legs. Take especial care in sponging down the 


legs until they are as dry as the sponge can make 
them. 


Cover the horse with whatever clothes he needs, 
give him another drink of water, and start walking 
him. 

In some stables, you would be required to use a 
rub-rag to dry the horse around his head and ears 
and throat, and over most of his body, before he 
was ready to walk. This is quite necessary in very 
cold weather, but at other times I think the rubbing 
can be dispensed with; under normal conditions the 
horse will dry very quickly, if he has been properly 
scraped and sponged. 

The boy holding the horse stands in front while 
you wash the head, but as soon as you move on to 
the neck and body, he should stand on the side where 
you are working. On the near side he should hold 
the shank with his right hand and the cheek of the 
halter with his left, and on the off side vice versa. 
It is easier to hold the horse still in this way and 
the chance of injury is lessened. 


Cooling Out 


As the groom, you will often have to cool out 
your own horse, and when an exercise boy or hot- 
walker does it, you must be sure that it is done 
properly. The exercise boy or the hot-walker may 
be willing to take short cuts in cooling and in 
watering the horse, and hence may need careful 
supervision. 

If the weather is cold, you have to be careful 
that the horse does not cool too rapidly, and that 
the lighter covers are not put on too quickly, or not 
put on at all. In cool and cold weather, when you 
put on either a heavy or a light cooler, the cover 
must be held in place with a surcingle if the wind 
is blowing. The surcingle is a fabric girthband with 
buckle-and-leather fastening. When the blanket or 
cooler has been put over the horse evenly, pull it 
siack at the neck, then throw the buckle end of the 
surcingle over the horse’s back, from the near side, 
of course. Bend, reach under the horse, and take 
hold of the lower edge of the cover with your left 
hand. With the right hand take the cover on the 
side nearest you and tuck it under the off side, 
holding it snug. Reach for the buckle end with the 
left hand, pull the surcingle snug, and buckle it 
about midway of his side. If you fail to draw the

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band tight, the cover will gradually slip back and 
bind the horse at the brow-band. Of course, the 
bianket has strings on each side that tie in pairs 
under the neck. 

The horse, if he has worked or run, should be 
walked briskly for the first 10 minutes and slower 
thereafter, especially in very hot weather. Under 
average conditions and in moderate weather, the 
horse will be dry after 20 minutes under a blanket 
and you can take him into his stall, remove the cover, 
and turn him loose. Allow him a few moments to 
stale, if he will. Then tie him up and go over him 
with a rub-rag and stiff brush to dry the damp 
spots you may find. When you have finished “rub- 
bing out,” put on a light cover and resume walking. 


In very hot weather, the horse may wear a 
cooler at first, and after he has been rubbed out 
he may have a fly net or go without cover. In 30 
to 40 minutes he should be cooled out, under average 
conditions. Ask the trainer or foreman, if you are 
not experienced enough to know by touch when the 
horse is cooled out. 


The last place to cool will be the breast. Test it 
with your hand. Also run your hand along the 
back and under the belly. There may be a damp 
place on the belly. If the horse is cool, he can be 
taken into his stall and the wet place rubbed out. 

Of course, the horse must be watered while he 
is walking. Give him a few swallows at a time, or 
about an inch of water from the bucket, allowing 
him about one drink for every two turns of a long 
racing barn. The hotter a horse was, and the more 
fatigued, the more water he will want and the slow- 
er he should have it. It is very dangerous to allow 


a hot horse to drink too much in too short a time, 
as he may ke “‘water-foundered” and become prac- 
tically useless for a long time. A hors2 must be 
“watered off” before he stops walking, whether or 
not he seems cool. That is, he must have all the 
water he wants, so that he will not drink too much 
when returned to the stall. 

On windy mornings, the cover on a walking horse 
must be kept in place with a surcingle or other 
fastener. In warm weather, a snap clothes pin may 
be used. Pull the sides of the cover together far 
back under the belly and snap the edges together. 
The farther back the pin is set, the better it holds. 
The cover must be pulled forward enough to allow 
slack on the neck; otherwise the brow band will 
break or slip over the ears. In cooling a horse out, 
dc not allow the cover to slide back and down over 
the rump, as the hot air cannot escape easily enough. 
In bitterly cold weather, a horse usually should be 
completely cooled out under a big, heavy blanket, 
without resorting to lighter covers. 

When a horse has raced, it will take not less 
than an hour to be sure he has cooled out, and often 
much longer. He may drink two buckets of water, 
whereas a horse returning from exercise in the 
morning drinks no more than one bucket. However 
much he wants, be sure that he gets it, but slowly. 
In cold weather, put enough hot water into the 
drinking water to make it barely cool, as he will 
like it better than very cold water and it will be 
less of a shock. 

A horse may prove very difficult to cool out after 
a hard race, if he was not quite up to the perform- 
ance, or if he is ‘“‘washy” and nervous or for other

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reasons, Special measures may be necessary in such 
cases. Take the horse into his stall if it is not too hot, 
or have a boy hold him in the shade and in whatever 
breeze there is. Using both brushes and the rub- 
rag, rub the wet spots on his colt until nearly dry, 
then rub them both ways of the hair with the stiff 
brush and the spots will disappear. Rub him out 
and groom him all over with both brushes. 

After rubbing the breast with the rag, use the 
rag to fan the area dry and cool. Standing on either 
side, jvst a step forward of the shoulder, and using 
one or both hands, beat the breast with the rub-rag, 
striking with moderate force. This fans cool air 
about the horse and causes rapid evaporation. A 
skillful groom can take a horse with his breast 
awash with sweat, rub it to pick up the excess 
moisture, fan him hard with the rub-rag, and have 
him dry and cool in 10 minutes or less, usually. It 
is best to fan the breast for a while, then go back 
and fan upward under the flank and belly, allowing 
the rag to strike the sheath and testicles. After 
several minutes they will be dry, and you return 
to the breast, and continue back and forth. Of course, 
if you have a helper to fan one area while you work 
on the other, the cooling will take less time. The 
first time he experiences this treatment the horse 
may be afraid, but talk to him as you work and he 
will soon appreciate the benefits and stand quietly. 


Whenever a horse has been put in the stall, ap- 
parently cool, it is advisable to re-examine him in 
about five minutes, by feeling his breast. If it is 
still dry and cool, the cooling out was complete. If 
he has broken out with sweat, leave him in the stall, 
but fan him fore and aft again with the rub-rag, 


and usually that is the last of it. The harder the 
cloth strikes, the more efficiently it cools, and the 
soft impact cannot cause pain. 

Walking a Horse 

Few horses go to the race track for exercise 
every day, and perhaps none of them should do so. 
On the days without exercise on the track, a horse 
usually is walked, seldom less than half an hour, 
and often as much as an hour. If the weather is fine 
and warm, an outside walking ring is preferable. 
In inclement weather, or when there is no outside 
ring available, the horses are walked around the 
shedrow. A bucket of water is always hung opposite 
the stall or set in a convenient place, so that the 
horse may pause to drink. 

If the weather is cold, the horse should have a 
blanket; if uncomfortably cool, a lighter blanket or 
cooler. In fly time, he probably will need a fly net 
to protect him from annoyance. Of course, there are 
some blessed days when everything is comfortable 
and a horse may be walked without cover of any 
kind. 

A shank is put on the horse in his stall, and if 
he is not rank, or does not drag the walker, the 
shank chain should be run through the near halter 
ring, under the chin, and through the far halter ring 
from the inside. Then the chain is drawn through 
for a few inches, and its snap is fastened into the 
D, or swivel of the shank, where the chain joins the 
leather. This is easy on the horse, but also provides 
an effective means of control; ordinarily a horse 
may be restrained, if necessary, by pulling the chain 
tight against his jaw. 

Avoid putting a chain over the nose, except as

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a last resort with a horse which has been so spoiled 
that he cannot be handled in a less unpleasant man- 
ner. The ridge of the nose has only the skin protect- 
ing the bone, and the mere weight of the chain 
lying across his nose is enough to make the horse 
uncomfortable. If the shank is snatched or pulled, 
the chain sinks into the skin, and even into the 
bone. Don’t risk the chance of such cruelty. If the 
man on the end of the shank happens to be in a 
bad humor, whether from loss of sleep, or from 
being broke, or for no discernible reason, he’ll “take 
it out on the horse,” snatching the poor beast until 
he runs backward to get away from the pain and 
thereby increases the misery. In this manner, 2 per- 
manent enlargement on his nose may be started. 
If you are observant of such things, you see many 
horses with lumps on their noses, and perhaps also 
on the jaw, just behind the muzzle, all put there by 
inconsiderate handlers who deserved to be kicked 
off the race track. 


Some horses are high-spirited and “hot,” about 
like a box of dynamite waiting for an excuse to 
explode into violent action. A horse of this tempera- 
ment should have the shank run through the near 
ring of the halter, through his mouth, and through 
the off ring from the inside, and snapped to the 
high halter ring on the off side. Frequently a restive 
horse will walk along without pulling two ounces 
when the chain is in his mouth. When he has walked 
twenty minutes, he usually will have seitled, and 
the chain can be taken from the mouth and fastened 
under the chin. 


It is of course very important that a horse 
being walked with a chain in his mouth should be

handled in the gentlest manner. A sudden snatch 
of the shank is unnecessary, cruel, and dangerous; 
it may cut his mouth and cause him to throw his 
head and run over things. If a horse walking with 
a chain in his mouth should suddenly jump or throw 
up his head, don’t snatch or hold too tight. Give him 
a little slack as his head goes up, then keep a steady 
and easy tension on the shank, and he will come 
back to you without injury or being frightened. 

Many horses are fought by their walkers for no 
greater offense than feeling good. And the odd thing 
about it is that the trainers so seldom object. They 
have srent time and money handling and feeding 
their horses, trying to bring them to a high state 
cf spirit and health, and when they have just about 
achieved it, they allow someone to fight and abuse 
a horse for being that way. It doesn’t make sense. 

When walking a horse, you should walk at his 
shoulder, on the near side, of course, and hold the 
shank with the right hand, usually about a foot from 
his mouth, closer if he is misbehaving and hard to 
handle. You should also hold wich the left hand 
about midway of the rest of the shank, so the horse 
cannot break away even if you los2 your grip with 
the right hand. The end of the shan’ held in the 
left hand is also useful for threatening the horses 
whose heads may ke hanging over webbings, some 
cf them ready to bite you or the horse you are 
walking. I have had my left shoulder bicodied and 
bruised by horses of neighbors who did not have 
scre-ns. Twice within the past year I was almost 
mangled by horses which dived at me so suddenly 
that I did not see them until it was too late. If I 
were managing a race track, no one would be allow- 
ed to have stalls who did not have screens.

OBITUARY 


Ralph B. Strassburger 


American-born Ralph Beaver Strass- 
burger, 75, one of France’s leading Thor- 
oughbred breeders and owners, died at his 
home in Paris on February 26. 

Born March 26, 1883, at Norristown, 
Pa.. Mr. Strassburger was the son of Jacob 
A. Strassburger. an attorney who ac- 
quired for professional services a large 
block of stock in the Singer Sewing 
Machine Company. A graduate of the U. 
S. Naval Academy. Mr. Strassburger 
served on active duty for 4 years, from 
1905 to 1969. He then went into private 
business. and in 1913 President Taft ap- 
pointed him United States Consul Gen- 
eral in Rumania. He later held the same 
post in Bulgaria and Serbia. 


Raven STRASSBURGER 


A Republican. Mr. Strassburger was 
one of the principal contributors to the 
presidential campaign of Sen. Hiram 
Jehnson, of California. He strongly op- 
posed the League of Nations, and in 192] 
he said, “I took an active part in financing 
the fight against the League.” 

In 1921 he purchased the Norristown 
Times-Herald, and he remained the news- 
pzper’s publisher until his death, although 
he had spent little time in the U. S. in 
recent years. 

Mr. Strassburger purchased the Haras 
des Monceaux, near Deauville. in the 
1920’s, and for many years he had been 
prominent among breeders on the con- 
tinent. Among his best horses were 
*Easton, “Norseman. Pensbury. Seria. 
Worden, *Mahan, Le Tyrol, Cambremer. 
Montaval, Lavandin, Mourne, Le Havre. 
and Calvados. The last 2 were the only 
stakes winners he bred in the United 
States. 

Mr. Strassburger was the only man to 
breed 2 winners of the Washington, D. C., 
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International, although only Worden car- 
ried his colors. *Mahan was unplaced in 
the 1955 International. and after the race 
the Internal Revenue Service put a lien 
on the horse. claiming Mr. Strassburger 
owed about $100.000 in back taxes. Mr. 
Strassburger disputed the validity of the 
claim, but he did not attempt to return 
*Mahan to France, selling the horse to 
Mr. and Mrs. Allie E. Reuben’s Hasty 
House Farm, for which *Mahan won the 
1957 International. 

In addition to the Haras des Monceaux. 
Mr. Strassburger owned Normandy Farm. 
Gwynedd Valley. Pa.. where he bred 
steeplechasers and hunters. Steeplechas- 
ers were his first interest: he had raced 
a jumping stable in the U. S._ before 
acquiring his French stud. 

Survivers include his wife. Mrs. May 
Bourne Strassburger. and a son. J. A. 
Peter Strassburger.

The report on the annual meeting of the 
American Association of Equine Practi- 
tioners in The Blood-Horse of January 31 
was read by me with interest. The entire 
proceedings of the meeting were encour- 
aging to horsemen, indicating as they did 
a thoughtful approach to their profession 
by veterinarians specializing in equine 
practice. 

[ can assure Dr. Edwin Churchill that, 
although he was called upon to speak 
late in the program at the Jockey Club 
Round Table at Saratoga last August, 
his remarks were listened to attentively 
and were provocative of a great deal of 
thought. An association between the 
AAEP and the Grayson Foundation, which 
seems in the making, should get some 
results. 

But I would like to enter a demurrer 
at some of the remarks made by Dr. 
Jacques Jenny regarding insurance com- 
pany attitudes toward surgery on insured 
horses, particularly in bone fracture 
cases. One can infer from Dr. Jenny’s 
remarks that the insurance companies, by 
declining to permit operations for bone 
fractures, are a principal obstacle to 
progress in this field. My own experience 
with horse insurance does not support 


this view. It is true that horse insurors 
are not always enthusiastic about opera- 
tiens on horses. but this is mainly because 
the field is comparatively new and_ to 
some extent experimental. However, I 
have found Lloyd’s to be open-minded 
about operations if the facts are properly 
presented to them and if there seems to 
be a reasonable chance for success. 

My experience has been that the horse 
owners themselves are at least equally re- 
luctant to try operations on insured horses. 
Keep in mind that if an insured horse 
is injured seriously enough to warrant 
destruction for humane reasons, under 
which circumstances Lloyd’s will pay the 
claim without argument, the average 
owner figures that he will be better off 
to take the insurance money rather than 
to risk an operation which may be only 
partially successful and may leave the 
horse unfit for racing. Thus he would end 
up with, for all practical purposes, no 
liorse and no insurance money. So natur- 
ally he chooses to take the money. 

I have had experience with only one 
case in which the owner consented to an 
operation on an insured horse, and the 
whole thing turned out badly. In this in- 
stance, a filly was insured for $5.000. 
She received a severe leg injury and in 


the opinion of the veterinarian who rep- 
resented Lloyd’s she should have been 
destroyed to relieve inhumane suffering. 
Lloyd’s agreed to destruction for humane 
reasons but the owner’s veterinarian held 
eut for an operation, stating that the in- 
jury could be repaired and that the filly 
would be able to race at least as well as 
before the injury, and perhaps even better. 
Lloyd’s agreed to pay the owner $1,500 to 
help pay for the operation and the after- 
care and also agreed to keep $3,500 in 
insurance on the filly, to make up the 
original $5,000 insurance. We thought 
this quite fair. The operation did not 
turn out as well as the owner had been 
led to expect. The filly has not raced 
since the operation. which was performed 
about two years ago; the owner does not 
breed horses and has no use for the filly; 
and now he is angry at veterinarians and 
insurance companies in general. So every- 
one is unhappy about the deal. 

Further to support my statement that 
owners of insured horses do not seem to 
favor operations, I can cite that in 1958 
our agency paid out. for Lloyd's. claims 
resulting from the authorized destruction 
of 15 horses which had received bone 
fractures. In not one single instance did 
any horse owner request permission to 
operate to try to save his horse. Nor did 
any of them inquire if Lloyd’s would be 
interested in co-operating in an effort to

save a horse by sharing the expense of an 
operation or by granting permission to 
operate while keeping the insurance in 
force. The 15 animals involved included 
only 1 gelding. The remainder comprised 
4 fillies and 10 entire horses. Presumably 
some of the fillies and colts might have 
had some salvage value for breeding, but 
the owners did not see fit to try to sal- 
vage them. This is not cited as a criticism 
of the horse owners, who were acting with- 
in their rights, but simply to illustrate that 
owners seem to prefer to collect insurance 
to which they are legitimately entitled 
rather than to try and save a horse by 
This should be taken into ac- 
count when the progress of bone surgery 
is being discussed. Another important 
fector to be considered is that the phy- 
sical facilities and veterinary skills neces- 


surgery. 


sary for the successful performance of 
bone surgery are not generally available 
throughout the United States. and in 
many cases it would be impossible to 
move an injured horse to a center where 
such essentials are available.
